A UNIQUE STATE. 
Texas Hans Paid Allegiance to the 
Flage of Six Nations. 
Searcely another state in the unfon 
has us remarkable and Interesting a 
listory as Texas. In one respect at 
least it occupies a unique position In 
the history of American states. Since 
its discovery six different governments 
bave at different times claimed Its al- 
legiance, and as many different flags 
have waved over it, those of France 
Spain, Mexico, Independent Texas, the 
United States and the Confederate 

states. 

The foundations of Texas statehood 
were not laid as a British colony, nor 
under the grant or control of the Brit- 
Ish crown, as were those of the original 
thirteen states. Its rst settlement 
dates back more than 200 years, and its 
first American colonists went there 
under terms and conditions tniposed 
by a foreign state, to whose Innpsguage, 


laws and institutions they were total 
strangers. There never was, there 


aever could be, any sympathy between 
these first American colonists and the 
Mexican governinent under the old 
regime. Separated by vast wilder- 
hesses from the people of the United 
States, and unalded save by the In 
lividual efforts of sympathizing breth- 
ren therein, these dechired 
their Independence, established it with 
the sword, and for nine years matn 
tained a stable republic. 

Texas was neither purchased nor 
conquered for the union. Annexation 
to the United States was accomplished 
through a treaty made by Texas repre: 
sentatives and ratified by the free 
suffrage of the cltizens, No 
state In the Union has bad such varied 
experience or. sailed through 
stormy seas Into the haven of peace 
and prosperity.

fox hunter would consider sure deaty, 
Danger confronts him in varied forry, 
and po man can be an. efficient cow 


puncher who hasn't ia him the spirit of 
recklessness, 

“The writer once witnessed a stampede 
of wild cattle at midnight. A great berd 
was being beld in a canyon of the Mazar 
zal mountains, The night was as dark 
as it is possible for night to be. A coy. 
ote’s bark started the nervous animals to 
their feet, and they were off. The two 
viding guards on vateh howled for help. 
Their slecping comrades were up in a 
twinkling. Each seized ai horse at the 
pieket line and mounted without saddle, 
stopping only to twist a loop of his rinta 
about the pony’s nose. Barely a dozen 
seconds lad pussed before the campfire 
was deserted. The cowl: @s were plunging 
iithe dark after the flecing eattl, through 
aowild, rocky, unknown distriet filled with 
thesquite and cactus, cut up by danger: 
ous arroyos and canyons. By noon of 
the succeeding day the drive was resum- 
ed. A half dozen steers had been left be. 
hind, lamed or dend in the gulches., while 
a few of the horses in the ‘wrangler's 
bunel’ in the lead were skinned and Himnp- 
ing. But the cowboys, their clothing in 
rags from the thorny midreght ride. mere- 
y joked on their mgitual appearance and 
solaced their weariness with tobaeco and 
with endless song. 

“As a rule the cowboy is an American. 
In the plateau region he may hail from 
anywhere, but usually comes either from 
Calffornia or from Texas. But they all 
fraternize, making only over the 
liking of the Californian for ao saddle 
with a ‘single barreled rig.’ which is a 
saddle with a single girth. The Texan 
despises auything but a double einched 
saddle, though usually he docs not tighten 
the second girth. 

“The sheep herder has a distinetly 
lower social place. As a rule, he is a for- 
eigner, the few Americans employed be- 
Ing in positions of unusual trust. Most 
of the herders appear to be Mexicans or 
Frenchmen, It is said that Basques are 
the best and most careful shepherds. 
They come from northern Spain. many of 
them especially for this employment. 
Their wages are not bad, being usually 
even higher than the pay of cowboys or 
farmbands, but the nervous American 
cannot stand the life. The everlasting 
‘baa’ drives him mad. He cannot endure 
the monotony and the necessary separn- 
tion from humanity, with only a dog for 
company for months at a streteh And 
the diet, mainly tea and mutton, is too 
simple for his luxurious palate, 

“It is a fact that sheep herding fur- 
nishes a greater number of inmates for 
western insane assiums than any 
other ocenpation. The shepherd, like the 
cowboy, is gradually assimilated to his 
surroundings and naturally  aequires 
much of the nature of his charges, To 
his credit it must be said that he is rarely 
unfaithful to the interests of his flock 
and its owner, There is nothing poetical 
about him, but he will risk his life for the 
safety of a lamb and will doggedly
